A U T O M O B IL E S B Y T H E M IL L IO N . 


According to the report given out by the National Automobile 


Cham ber of Conynerce ,the total production of all classes of automo­ 


biles iii 1916 in the United States was 1,617,708, of winch 1,525,578 V ero 


pleasure cars and 92,130 trucks or com m ercial vehicles. 
The total 


value of the output, based on the retail value, was $1,088,028,273, rep­ 


resented by $921,378,000 in passenger cars and $166*650,273 in trucks 


and com m ercial cars. 
Tile figures far exceed the most optimistic pre­ 


dictions made a year ago, when estim ates that the 1916 production 


would reach 1,200,000 cars w ere received with doubt. 
In 1915, 892,618 


cars were produced, showing that in 1916 the gain was 80 per cent, 


by far the largest in the history of the automobiles. 


Other figures from the same source show' that in the lace of in­ 


creases in the price of raw m aterial, the average price of passenger 


automobiles decreased from $672 in 1915 to $605 in 1916. 
Of the auto­ 


mobiles m anufactured in this country 
in 1916 78.200 were exported, 


leaving for distribution in the U nited States 1,539,508, and making a 


total, according to conservative estim ates, of 3,500,000 motor vehicles 


iii use in this country, or one for about every twenty seven inhabitants. 


Predictions regarding 1917 indicate that there w ill be a gain of a* least 


20 per cent over 1916. 
A t any rate, m any of tho leading m anufac­ 


turers are m aking plans for a greater output than was possible in 1916, 


and there appears to be no likelihood of a slump as long as business 


conditions rem ain active. 


It is encouraging to note that w ith these figures of production and 


valuation soaring the price to the individual has gone down.

average retail price of the passenger car in 1915 was $6*2, and in 191*, 


it was $605. 
M echanical im provem ent has not been e je cte d at the 


cost of the purchaser, but at that of the great factories, which have 


enlisted in their daily service the best human brains and Die best 


raw m aterial to be secured.

Combat Cost of Living. 
How the 
Baltimore 
and 
Ohio 
railroad is working on
